He 
will have you judge for your ſelf indeed; but 
# , withal, you muſt conclude as himſelf doth : 
lou muſt interpret the Holy Scriptures, and 
form your Judgment by That of his Church; 
you will be, otherwiſe, a loſt Man with him. 
And what doth This differ from intrearing 
you to come over to Him without Examining 
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BUT he who maketh Inquiry, in the Way 


which will pleaſe God, muſt come to it with- 
out Biaſs ; he muſt lay aſide all undue Reve- 
rence for Man; every Weight, the Prejudices 
of Education, and the Attachments of Inte- 
reſt, and every Thing which may hinder that 

| Freedom of Thought, and that Impartiality 
of Judgment, which is ſo neceſſary to form 
a right one. We muſt embrace, or let goz 
_ abide by, or give up every Thing, as it ap- 
peareth to us True or Falſe. We muſt not 
conſult with Fleſh and Blood. _ 


FOR, as Religion is not to deſcend to us, 
as Eſtates do, but muſt be a Treaſure of our 
ovn finding; ſo are we able, of our own ſelves, 
to find it; every Man is capable of it. He 
muſt needs be, if his Salvation depends upon 
it; for who can imagine, that the Almighty 
ſhould appoint Means to ſave us, and at the 
{ſame Time not enable us to diſcover what 
they are? A Man may uſe what Helps he 
will; confer, and reaſon with thoſe likely to 
inſtruct him; but to make it his Religion, 
he muſt make a Judgment of it himſelf, Why 
doth your Friend embrace the Communion 
of the Church of Rome; but becauſe he 
thinks it reaſonable ; becauſe he judgeth that 
he ovght to do ſo? So that you ſee the 
. laſt Reſort, even of a Roman Catholick, is Rea- 
ſon; and it muſt be yours: for Reaſon is a 
thing common to the whole Species, to all 
People, Nations, and Languages, to every 
one under Heaven, If you are a Man, you 
have it; and if you have it, you not only may, 
but t ro make uſe of it; And you — 
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uſe it in 1 any Affair, you are more concern'd in, 
than Thar of Religion. It offers its ſelf ro be 
try'd by it; It loverh the Light, and cometh 
to it; hath no Fear of being reproved by it. 
JI O make a ſober and an humble uſe of our 
 Underſtandings, is not only our Privilege, 
but our Duty: They are the Candle of the 
Lord, a Light which the God of Heaven hath 
hung out, whereby we are not only to diſcern 
Spirits, but to try them. Whatever contradicts _ 
| Reaſon, (as well as the Law and the Teſtimony) 
we may reſt aſſured cannot be true; hath 0 
Light in it, whatever glittering Pretences it 
may make to it. It is not Learning, nor Au- 
|  thority, no, not that of an Angel from Hea- 
ven, can ſet it aſide, or vacate it; unleſs we 
can ſuppoſe an Outward divine Revelation to 
contradict the [ward ; or that God (for it 
is his Work) gave us our Reaſon to deceive 
us; and when he had done that, ſet up ano- 
ther Revelation to bring us out of the Error, 
which our Reaſon, by his Appointment, had 
„ led uy a0 . 
I then, by Religion, I do not mean every 
Truth: no, nor every revealed Divine Truth: 
0 who hath look'd into, or in whom dwells 
all the Treaſures of Wiſdom and Knowledge? 
who is ſufficient for ſuch a Reſearch ?) but 
by Religion, I intend only the Belief of, and 
the doing that which it bath A f God to 
make neceflary for us to believe and do, it ever 
We will be ſaved. Truths there are, Which 
my Salvation is not concern'd with: the more 
indeed, that I know of them, the better; but 
| Salvation cannot be hazarded by not wedding "ip 
| Wit PEER 
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with Points, by not determining Queſtions . 
which our Lord hath not bidden us to deter- 
mine. There are Truths of which you, or I, 
ers: may very ſafely be ignorant, though the

ls obſerve then, that as God is the Foun-

To Believe on 
hum, is nothing elſe, but to give Credit to 
tte good Meſſage which God hath ſent by him, 
and to obey it; for as to Believe My Jes, was . 
Believe his Mritings, ſo to Believe in Chriſt, is 
to Believe his Works. This Faith in him im- 
ports the being fully perſuaded that the Father 


ſent him; and carries with it a Compliance 


vVvith whatſoever he commandeth as a Condition 
of the Divine Acceptance. And what is that? 
Why, it is Hils, to repent, or to change 
our Minds; and to bring forth Fruits, worthy 
ſuch a Change: Or, as St. Paul ſpeaks, to live 
*. fibers righteouſly, and godly, in this 3 World. 
I need not enumerate the ſeveral Duties of 
| Morality ; (none of which he has ſuperſe- 
ded) Chriſtians are well L enough agreed abour

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' ACCORDINGLY, the Apoſtles, as he 


Finns rr them, carried this Goſpel (the 


good News) into all the World ; and preached, | 
every Where, that Men ſhould Repent, i. e. amend | 
their Lives. This Repentance and Faith, infer 


one another: No Man will Repent, but he 
who Believeth that our Lord has Catherine” 
to grant Remiſſion of Sins upon it ; and he 
who Believes that he hath, hath the ſtrongeſt 
Motive that can be, if he finds he needs Re . _ 


pentance, to ſet about it. 


MOTIVES, doubtleſs n were, to in- 


duce the gracious Lord to grant this Remiſſin- 
And we have them in the New Teſtament: 
but, whatever they are, an accurate Know- 
1 ledge of them is not made the neceſſary Con- 
dition of Pardon. Tis Repentance is that; 
5 which 1 18 conſequent to Faith, and ariſeth from

1 appears, then, that our - bleſſed Saviour : 
promiſeth, in his Father's Name, Forgiveneſs | 
ef Sins upon Repentance: he will reward it, 

he ſaith, with Eternal Life. Can any Man, 
then, any Society of Men, any Church, any 
Council, put you by it, provided you do „ 
Pen and believe in him? 'By what Authority can 
can they do theſe things, and who gave them this 
Authority ? J it from Heaven, or of Men? 
IIS is the Faith we proteſs, this the 
1 Engagement we bring our ſelves under at our 
Baptiſm; and upon theſe, as ſumm'd up in 
IT Ap oſtolical Creed, we are admitted into 
the Chriſtian Church'; and the Church of 
Rome receives upon the ſame Profeſſion. I. 
would fain know then, who it is that can caſt 
| | out 
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but ol it, before we have made a Forfeiture, by 
a wicked Life, of the Grace of the Goſpel Cove- 
nan. I do not know what effect Arrogance 
and Menace may have upon you, Sir; for my 
ſelf I can and will continue, by the Grace of 
' God, to rely upon the Divine Promiſe, 1 
will truſt my Saviour for the Reward, if I 
perform his own Conditions; and look on all 
other (be they few or. many) as Encroach- 
ments on his Dominion ; preſumptuous Appen- 
Aages to his Covenant; and the Damnation al- 
fix d to the not fulfilling them, as a vain Terror. 
See for your ſelf, my Friend, look into your 
Bible; find out ( if you tan) what other thing it 
is, which the Judge of All hath appointed as 
u Condition of being received into his Houſe and 
into his Kingdom, which is not believed and 
taught and to be come at in the Church * 
England? Beg your Friends of the Church of 
Rome to name it. If they cannot, (and aſ- 
ſure your ſelf hey cannot) ask your ſelf, or any 
Man who will rruſt his Reaſon, whether he 
Will caſt out of his Kingdom thoſe who thus 
believe, and thus do, when he hath aſſured he 
will not; and whether they who do fo ſhall 
ot inherit the Kingdom of God, when he hath ſo 
ſolemnly declared they mal? 
NOR do we only believe and ora8iſe tlie 
Eſſentials of Chriſtianity, but we make uſe of 
all Mears, whether natural or inſtituted, ro 
form and to my on the Chriſtian Life 1 in us. 
"TO impreſs on us our Obligation to New: 
ue of Life, we are, as our Lord hath con- 
manded, baptized with FIN in the uu . 
ox 
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of the Futher, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghoſt ; of the Father, who ſent the good Meſ- 


ſage ; of the Son, who brought it; and of the 
Holy Ghoſt, by whoſe Aſſiſtance we are enabled 
to repent and believe for the Remiſſion of Sins: 


though ar the ſame time we are aware, with 


St. Peter, that not ſo much the waſhing with 
Water, the putting away the Filth of the Fleſh 
ſaveth us, as the Anſwer of a good Conſcience to-

IO preſerve in our Minds a Senſe of the 
Cove of Chriſt; the Memory of his Sufferings 
and the Merits of his Croſs; we eat of the 
Bread, and drink of the Cup of the Lord, at 
his Holy Supper, as he hath bidden us, We 
do not appropriate the Wine to the Prieſts, 
nor do we keep back Part of the Sacrament _ 
from any of the Faithful: As u know not of 
any Power we have to do it; ſo ate we afraid 
Ve ſhould, by ſo doing, not only deviate from 
the Inſtitution, but profane it. Tho' we do 
not worſhip the Elements (for we worſhip on- 
Illy the Living God) yet we uſe them with that 
Rexerence, which is due to things Holy; that 
js, to things ſeparated from a common to a 
ſacred uſe, We do not carry one, or other 
of them, in Proceſſion ; nor pretend to bear 
him who zpboldeth all things on our Shoulders; 
we do not offer incenſe to That which our Hands 
Luave faſhioned ; That which our own Fingers have 
made. No, we remember, we are called out of 


darkneſs, to keep our ſelves from Idols. 


Dn WE do not forſake the Aſſembling our ſelves to- 
ether, to pay our higheſt Homage to the

I will 
not ſuſpect (one does not know what to think) 
that you are under any Temptation to leave our 


Communion, becauſe we do not take upon us 
to warrant Chriſtian Bleſſedneſs without Chri- 
ſtian Practice, and ſolid Virtue; without any 

| thing leſs than a ſincere, univerſal Obedience; 
that it is to get a Toleration, or an eaſy Abſo- 


lution for Vice. There are thoſe, they ſay, 


who will undertałe it; and that at very rea- 
ſonable rates. O, my Friend, conſider who 
it is that hath ſaid, Mithout Holineſs no Mann 
hall ſee the Lord : Be not deceived, God is not 
| . mocked, Never be perſwaded that the Holy One 
hath impowerd any Man to give out ſuch In- 
Aulgences; or that he will ratity ſuch Pardons: 
Whatever they coſt at the Apoſtolick Chamber ; 
they will not give us an Entrance amongſt 
them that are ſanctified; they are worth no- 
thing in the Heavenly Manſions 
VH E N Naman the Hrian addreſs'd the 
Prophet to heal him of his Leproſy; he only 
bade him to waſh in Jordan, and be clean. 
 *T'is the ſame thing, in effect, which I have 
ſaid to you: Repent and believe the Goſpel, He 
Was a great Man with his Maſter, and honour= 
able ; and hethought the Prophet had ill con- 
ſulted his own Reputation; nor enough conſi- 
dered the Character of the firſt Miniſter of 
the King of Syria; he was even angry, and 
_ went away in a Rage, Perhaps you may en- 
tertain a Thought like his. You expected, pro- 
bably, a detail of Controverſy; that I ſhould 


have 
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have ranſack'd a Library to have ſatisfy'd you; 


have told you what one Saint ſaid, and the 


other Confeſſor; have ſent you a Letter three 
quarters Latin; and edg'd with I know not 
hov many great Names. But what would 
you have been the wiſer? or, if you had; 
Vhat would the Bulk of my Pariſh, which 
you know has a World of poor People in it, 
have been the better for it? For, to ceil you 
the Truth, I write for then, as well as you; 
and, if there is occaſion for it, I ſhall give 
what I now ſend you to the Publick.

I am ſure 
my Salvation can never depend upon it; for I 
cannot doit. But every one may be made to 
know what Repentance, or Amendment and 
Perſeverance in it is; What Eternal Life is; 
and what it is to Believe on him whom God 
| hath ſent with the good Meſſage of Pardon. 
* This, I am certain, I underſtand, and take 
f rightly.

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| You will ſay to them, 
let Tranfubſtantiation, Purgatory, &c. be 
ſuppoſed Truths, the Worſhip of Images and 
Reliques ever ſo /awfu/ ; fince neither the e- 
lief of the one, nor the Practice of the o- 
ther, is in joyn'd us, the not believing and lea- 
ving them undone, can never hurt us. Hurt 
us! how ſhould it? unleſs they will ſay, that 
the Church of Rome hath Power to exhibit a 
neu Covenant of Grace; to make other Con- 
ditions of Pardon, than the One Maſter Chriſt 
| has made. And let me hear any Man ſay that. 
YES, you will ſay, not believing Tran- 
ſubſtantiation may greatly injure us; our Souls 
you may think, are nouriſhed by our Lord's 
Body (you mean his natural Body) in the Sa- 
crament, unto everlaſting Lite. Be it ſo: It 
is not your believing, or not believing the cor- 
poral Preſence, can Tranſubſtantiate the Bread _ 
and Wine. That muſt be done, either by 
pronouncing the Words of Inſtitution, or the 
Prayer of the Church, or by the Power of the 
- Prieſt, Now be it by the Efficacy of the one 
or the other, the ſame Thing muſt be produ- 
cee in the Church of England, as in the Church 
of Rome: for the Palidity of our Ordinations, 
and the Words of Conſecration being the ſame, 
there muſt neceſſarily ariſe the ſame Effects; ſo 
that if the Prieſts of the Church of Rome are 
able to make the Body of Chriſt, ſo can, and 
do ours; there can be no Toſs in that reſpect. 
If our Lord's natural Body and Blood are ex- 
hibited in the Sacrament; Prieſts Proteſtant, 
as well as Romaniſt, exhibit them, or neither 5 
does. I have Suppoſed our Ordination good; 
you 
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you ſay, your Friend is a Man of Probity, and

firm, God can make good. Did our Lord, at his 
_ laſtSn pper, when they ſay he made Himſelf, take

Did the Diſciples eat his Body over Night? 
What was it, che, which was crucified the next 
Morning? Was he under the Form of an h. 
man Boch, on one Side of the Table; and under 
the Form of Bread, at the ſame Tine on the 
other? Was he in Eleven, or Twelve different 
| Situations, at the ſame Table at once? Cod, 
hae have eaten himſelf? (He might have cacen

I obſerve that Matter is the real, or the o- 
caſional Cauſe (no matter which) of our ordi- 
nary Senſations. When it hath ſuch a parti- 
cular Configuration of Parts, and is applied to 
the Tongue and Falte, there is produced i 6

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us the Senfition we call Taſte. When we Ra 
ſuch a Taſte, we call it Fleſh: when we are at- 
fected in another manner, which we alſo call 
a Taſte, upon a like Application of Mat- 
ter, otherwiſe configurated, we call it Bread. 
And we are as ſure it is Bread, and not Fleſh ; 


or Fleſh, and not Bread ; as we can be made, 

even by a Divine Revelation. For, whether bo 
that Revelation be made Inwardly, and Imme-= _ 
diately; or Qutwardly, by the Mediation of 


the Senſes; we cannot be made more certain, 
Than we are made by our ordinary Senſations. 
IFF I am inwardly perſuaded, be ir ever ſo 
ſtrongly, I will add Divinely, that a Piece of |

ſecration) is the Body of Chriſt; I cannot be 
more fully aſſured of it than Lam, that a like,

OR, if I ha Ren outwardly, be : 


the Intromiſſion of the Senſes (by Seeing,

it is revealed to me to be the Body of Chriſt; 
than J am aſlured, by my Senſes, Seeing, 3 
ing, Smelling, or Taſting, (Fleſh or Bread 
are Neither of them the Object of Hearing) 
that it is Bread. How do I know that I Am, 
but becauſe I perceive, J am ſenſible, that 1 
Am? I perceive as plainly, I am as ſenſible, 
that a Piece of Bread, after Conſecration, is 
Bread. Conſequently, J am as certain, that it 
is not the Body of Chriſt, as that I Am. And

and am as ſure that 1 taſte Bread, after Con- 
ſecration, as I am that I ſee the Sun. I am as 
ſenſible of the One, as of the Other. He 
who denies the One, may, if he pleaſes, deny 
the Other. But who will diſpute with a 
Man, who, having Eyes in his Head, cannot 
diſcern that the Sun ſhines; or, though he does 
ſee it, puts a good Face upon it, and denies it. 
BUT if a Man will conclude from our 
Lord's ſaying, This is my Body, that the Bread 
is changed into his Fleſh : Ke his natural Body 
is exhibited in the Sacrament. Why ſhould 
not one conclude, that he is a Vine, becauſe he

To ſay no more; you cannot be 
more aſſured, that This is my Body, is written in

| ſure us of the other. Reaſon is againſt it; Faith.
